This money and some of the special Cook Book Fund went to 
yay for the furnace. Also from our Cook Book Fund we 
bought paint for the floor and walls, new lights, a do- 
nation toward the new »vnublic bathroom, two small metal 
shelves and various other supplies. We still need more 
and bigger shelves. There are many books yet unpacked. 


We again received a $100 grant from the State Library 
Development Program. This money was used to pay the 
balance of a new Colliers Encyclopedia that we received 
last year. Through a Federal grant to the State Library 
we received free 10 Sight Saver Books. These books, both 
fiction and non-fiction, have large print which is easy 
to read both for the young and old. These alone are worth 
a trip to the library.

MONADNOCK CHILDREN'S SPECIAL SERVICES CENTER 


LITE Tt 


The Monadnock Children's Special Services Center was 
established under a grant from the U. S. Office of Educ- 
ation, Title III, Elementary and Secondary Education Act, 
for a »eriod not to exceed three years. The guide lines 
svecified that funds were to provide additional services 
and would not sunplement existing services. Thus, the 
grant was to »rovide for services not within the realm of 
financial resources of the area and to bring together a 
team of personnel who would provide diagnostic and remedi- 
ation services, plus many auxiliary services to the region 
encomnassed by the Center. 


As the project proceeds toward its three-year dead- 
line, those trusted with its guidance must consider the 
future and at some noint consider three alternatives: 


(1) Continue the vroject through local funding 

(2) Continue a project through local, plus other 
funding sources (private, contracted services, 
state aid, and federal aid) 

(3) Terminate the vroject 


Some recivients established within their original 
grants, increasing percentages of local sunport each year, 
while others chose to inform the »ublic of the needs of 
such services and then a»npropriate the entire funds needed 
in the fourth year. In other instances, it was determined 
that the grant would run for three years, point to snecific 
areas of need to the local community, and then would term- 
inate with no further activity by the local area. Ideally, 
the earlier these decisions can be made, the better trans- 
ition or termination there will be, and the less drastic 
the measures and resulting consequences. If a »roject is 
terminated, then the many services that the area has grown 
to exnect, nlus the children being served, will come to an 
abrunt halt. The records will be distributed or.destroyed, 
and the staff will look elsewhere for nositions. 


Sad commentary is that the expense of organization 
and efficiency of oneration and the development of staff 
working together as a team that is worthy of national re- 
cognition will disband, and the exyvenses will have gone for 
naught. To resubmit a grant for federal support, or to 
establish a similar center again, would take a period of 
two to three years and during this time, services would 
not be provided to the children of the area. 
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tf a total of $100,000 is not obtained from the four 
supervisory unions (reduced by what can be obtained at the 
orivate, state, and federal level) then each union must 
obtain its own services. What the areas have grown to 
expect, they will be reluctant to do witnout. The child- 
ren who have received service are still in the schools 
and those, vnlus others, need the services provided by 
the Center. If each union should decide to nursue its 
own course and purchase its services separately, the costs 
will far exceed that of the wnresent Center and the result 
will be far fewer services. 


The Center has provided a multiplicity of services 
to Su»ervisory Union No. 60. Some have been individual 
evaluations, others grou» services, and each has been a 
nart of the evolution of the Center. A detailed list of 
services can be obtained at the Suverintendent's office. 
Each month the suverintendent receives a summary of the 
services provided to its Union for the previous month. 


As of this writing, speech therapy screening is being 
nrovided to your area and there are many children who are 
being evaluated and others receiving follow-up services 
in the schools by Center personnel. Your guidance 
counselors have been in touch with Center personnel re- 
garding specific cases and sre participating in Seminars, 
plus teachers are attending a Learning Disability Course. 


To support the functions and services of the Center 
beyond the ex»viration date of June 30, 1969, the Marlow 
School District Board has approved an amount of $150.00 
and has placed that amount in the District budget to 
norovide for tne continuation of the Center to enable it 
to serve the needs of our area.

I herewith submit my first annual revort as Suner- 
intendent of Scnools for the Marlow School District. 


Since my arrival in the district on Sentember 16, 
1968, I have not been able to devote as much time in 
Marlow as I would have liked. I have, however, tried 
to keep abreast of the »roblems and accom»ylishments. 

As we balance the ever-increasing expense of onvnerating a 
school district, we must weigh the costs against the ac- 
com».lishments. The success is evident when you consider 
the accomplishments of the children as they leave the 
district to continue their schooling. The school dis- 
trict and esvecially the staff are to be complimented 

on the success of the children. 


In the complex society in which we live today, we 
must continue to look to the future and make our plans 
today for what is ex»vected of us in the future. One of 
the long-range problems that we must examine is, how long 
can we remain competitive in this comnlex society with a 
multi-grade school system? It not only becomes more 
difficult each year to find staff to equip a multi-grade 
schoot, but we must also consider the advantage of sSneci- 
alized teaching, adequate space and equipment. We must 
do all that is within our pvower to provide a modern 
educational opportunity for our children. 


I wish to express my appreciation to Assistant Super- 
intendent of Schools, Mr. Robert Bellavance, for the long 
hours of extra work and the very competent manner in which 
he has conducted himself in this transition period. 


My a»opreciation is also extended to the school board 
for their many hours of devoted service.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 


The Marlow School District budget for the current 
year resulted in the smallest school budget increase in 
Cheshire County, verhans even the state as a whole. 


The proposed budget for the 1969-70 school year 
which anpears in your Annual Report reflects an increase 
of 17.4%. Without doubt, this figure re»vresents a sub- 
stantial increase over the current budget under which we 
are now onerating. However, let me assure you that every 
effort has been made to limit our needs to the ability of 
the townsneople to nay. 


The increase in the budget can be found in two or 
three major areas: 


(1) Title I funds can no longer be used to tuition 
your junior high school children to Keene. Therefore, 
the $3,631.00 coming to the district under this act must 
be used for other »ur»oses. 


(2) The enrollment of the school has increased from 
41 children to 52 children, a 24% increase. 


(3) The tuition rate to send children to the Keene 
School District has increased from $638.00 to $665.00 for 
junior high school and from $716.00 to $773.00 for high 
school. This item alone reflects a total budge increase 
of $3,798.00 over the current year. 


(4) Another large budget item is teachers' salaries. 
We are currently pvaying our teachers $5,450 and %,100; far 
less they they deserve and certainly far less than many 
beginning teachers are being paid elsewhere within a few 
miles of Marlow. If we are to maintain our schools, we 
certainly cannot do less. Thus, teachers' salaries show 
an increase of $1,350.00 for the coming year. 


School Maintenance Program 


In an attempt to improve our school each year, we 
have entered upon a regular maintenance or school improve- 
ment program. 


Under this program for the current year, we have 
added four storm windows. This, we hope, will not only 
save on heat but will also eliminate some cold parts of 
the room. Also, one classroom, the main entrance, and one 
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bathroom were painted. Both bathrooms also received new 
tile floors. All in all, small improvements but certainly 
ones which were needed. 


Planned for the 1969-70 school year are additional 
storm windows and painting. 


Educational Program 


The educational program has been improved through the 
nurchase of additional library books, a new social studies 
nrogram for grades 4-6, and the introduction of a new 
mathematics program. With the new budget requests, we 
hope to continue this program and update, eventually, all 
our materials. 


Title I 


As indicated »nreviously, Title I monies can no longer 
be used to tuition Marlow students to Keene. Thus, these 
monies must be used for some other worthwhile purpose or 
we will lose it. 


The Title I funds for the 1969-70 school year will 
most orobably be used to im»orove our elementary nrogram. 
This can best be achieved by enriching the program for 
the children by adding music, art, or Audubon classes. 

We can also add a teacher aide to work with both teachers 
and thus give each teacher more time to work with the 
children. Also included could be educational trips to 
Surrounding areas and pnossibly some teaching machines to 
help our teachers do 2 better job. 


School Transportation 


Included in your School Warrant for this year is an 
article to establish a Capital reserve fund for the »ur- 
pose of buying a new school bus to trasport both high 
school and elementary children. 


The article was promoted by the fact that our local 
school bus is getting old and probably should be replaced 
in a year or two. We have been fortunate to have had it 
last this long. 


If we are to replace our local bus, it would probably 
be to the advantage of the district to buy one large enough 
to transport both the elementary and the junior and senior 
high school students. In the long range view, we would 
probable save money by not having to contract for the 
services we now receive from the Cheshire Transportation 
Company.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1967-68, forty vision tests 
were done. Ons: child was found in need of furthur eye 
examination aS was examined by his family eye soecialist 
and corrections were made as indicated. Forty hearing 
tests were done with one full-scale audiogram done on one 
child. Forty children were weighed, measured, and checked 
by the school nurse for noticeable health problems. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on the children in 
grade one, with no reactors. 


Forty children had urine examinations for sugar and 
albumin, and no referrals were necessary this year. 


Twenty-four children »articipated in the Sabin series. 
Fourteen children participated in the Sabin booster. 


Six children attended the pre-registration for grade 
one held in May. At that time vision and hearing screening 
is done. Also the children are weighed and measured and 
checked for vaccination, and a record made of their health 
program up to entering grade one. We also had the services 
of the State dental hygienist at the time of vre-regist- 
ration. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
annreciation for the fine community support always given 
the School Health Program and for the continuing su»port 
of the school sersonnel.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden & District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires in- 
crease in an area as the population increases and our state is growing 
tremendously. This means that we all must be aware of fire causes and 
do our best to prevent their occurrence. 


When we are very young the lighted matches is an adventure, 
burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little older we 
like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. We adults like 
to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, re- 
sult — escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands and 
with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard of our vil- 
lages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow, of the 
need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To NEVER discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If 
you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for 
ALL debris burning except when the ground is covered 
with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in char- 
coal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on GRASS by householders between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire BEFORE you 
light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire wadren 
or fire department.
